And What Have You

Two years ago we announced an 
increase on the subscription prices to 
the Herald but had to cancel because 
of the price freeze that went into 
effect before the effective date of the 
increases. 
Earlier 
this 
year 
we 
started to try again and had it delayed 
by the 60-day freeze. 


Because all of our costs have just 
kept increasing, we are going to try 
again. Beginning August 15, unless we 
get stopped by another freeze, the 
subscription price of the Herald will 
be increased from $4.00 to $5.00 a year 
in J o n e s County and adjoining 
counties 


This is the same increase we a n ­ 
nounced two years ago and in light of 
the increases in costs since that time 
we feel more than justified in this 
increase. Outside this area but still in 
Texas the price will be $6.00 a year 
and outside of the state the price will 
be $7.00. All of these rates within 
Texas will be plus the sales tax 


At the sam e time we are a n ­ 
nouncing this increase in subscription 
prices we are also announcing an 
increase in the classified advertising 
rates. Our current rates have been in 
effect for over IO years and needless 
to say they do not reflect all of the 
increases in costs that our business, 
like all other business, have absorbed 
during this period 


The new classified rates will go into 
effect immediately for the next issue 
and will be an Increase of one cent a 
word This will increase the cash rate 
from five cents to six cents for the 
first insertion and from four cents to 
five cents for each additional in­ 
sertion. The charge rate will be in 
creased from six cents to seven cents 
for the first insertion and from five 
cents to six cents for each additional 
insertion. The 30-word minimum will 
still be in effect.

classifieds that are currently running 
until their expiration date. 


We have delayed the increase on 
the subscription price until Aug 15 so 
that you may renew at the lower rate 
between now and then if you so desire. 
Just hope we do not get caught in 
another freeze like we did last time 
when we allowed this grace period. 


A group of Stamford citizens are 
making plans to present a county 
redistricting plan at the Jones County 
C o m m is s io n e rs m e e tin g M onday, 
Aug 13. Proponents of the plan are 
asking all persons interested to be 
present at the meeting. 
Since both Hamlin and Stamford 
have much to gain from any fair 
redistricting of the county, it would be 
well if a number from Hamlin be on 
hand for the commissioners meeting. 
It has been several years since the 
Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
that 
com­ 
missioner precincts, like state and 
federal 
representatives, 
must 
be 
based 
on 
the 
one-man, 
one-vote 
concept. 
But 
while 
the 
C om ­ 
missioners have it on their agenda. 
they never do anything about it. 
Under our present system. Precinct 
2 is four times as big as Precinct 4 and 
Anson has four commissioners while 
Hamlin and Stamford have only one 
each 
We have complained about this 
inequity fo r a long time and recognize 
the fact that until the people of Jones 
County force them 
to, 
the Com­ 
missioners are not going to make any 
changes. 
We feel that it is important tor the 
civic leaders of Hamlin to become 
involved in any move to redistrict the 
county so that what ever final plan is 
drawn up, it will reflect the wishes of 
our citizens as well as the citizens of 
Stamford.

M ajo r Advance 


Intensified research on drugs 
and drug abuse is paying off, 
as is shown by a recent discov­ 
ery which marks a major ad­ 
vance 
toward 
understanding 
and 
treating 
narcotic 
addic­ 
tion. 
This came when two Johns 
Hopkins University scientists in 
Baltimore 
recently 
announced 
that they had identified specific 
sites in the brain where heroin 
and other opiates are believed 
to attach themselves in order 
to produce exhilarating effects 
on the body. 
The 
research 
pharmacolo­ 
gists, whose work is supported 
by Hl-W’s National Institute of 
Mental Health of the Health 
Services 
and 
Mental 
Health 
Administration, reported their 
work in the scientific journal, 
Science, earlier this year. 
In addition to providing the 
first direct evidence of the sites 
in the brain where narcotics act 
to produce a “high'' and other 
effects, the investigations appear 
to have important practical ap­ 
plication'- 
for immediate use 
Using a new, simple test-tube 
technique they devised, the sci­ 


entists now can easily deter­ 
mine the relative potencies of 
various opiates and other drugs. 


This will permit rapid screen­ 
ing of large numbers of new 
and 
potentially 
non-addicting 
pain killing drugs, as well as 
possible “narcotic antagonists 
compounds for the prevention 
and treatment of addiction but 
which do not leave the harm­ 
ful effects of the opiates. 


“These findings in laboratory 
work will help speed progress 


on m any fronts t o w a r d better 
u nderstanding and clinical treat­ 
m ent of addiction,' 
said 
Dr. 
W illiam F 
Bunney, Jr , Direc­ 
tor of the Division of Narcotic 
Addiction and Drug Abuse at 


N IM H . 
T he Division has also funded 
seven drug research centers, in 
addition to one at Hopkins, to 
broaden knowledge o f the basic 
biochemical processes in addic­ 
tion and drug abuse through 
cross-fertilization with clinical 
studies— and thus speed the ap­ 
plication of new insights to the 
prevention 
and 
treatment

drug problems.
